“Ten years ago a general railroad 
strike would have tied up the mid­ 
dlewest but today with the extensive 
interunban lines almost every section 
can be reached,” said one traction 
official today.

a walkout of internifoan operatives.

In truth, every

' tion of a train would be affected by 
a strike order.

A man who is 
acquainted 
with 
1 conditions says that Rushville could 
get along all 
right, 
even 
if there 
i should be a strike, but in Chicago 
and New York people -would prob­ 
ably starve for the wTant of food. 
The 
Indianapolis 
& 
Cincinnati 
Traction company 
would eliminate 
much of the difficulty here. The trac­ 
tion cars 
could bring in shipments 
from Indianapolis of food and other 
necessities. 
While Rushville 
would 
be able to get enough to eat, in all 
probability, a strike would cause no 
end of annoyance, it is believed. 
A strike 
would 
cause a serious 
disruption of mail facilities although 
interurban cars could likely bring in 
mail from the west. 
But even in 
that event, there would be much de­ 
lay in the arrival of mail from the 
east. 
With a general strike, how­ 
ever, it is pointed out that not much 
mail could reach Indianapolis from 
outside points except those connect­ 
ed by interurban lines. 
Even 
though railroads would try 
to run trains, there would be very 
little accomplished, railroad men say, 
because they would be hindered and 
handicapped 
in 
every 
way 
by 
strikers, which might ultimately end 
in bloodshed. 
Local railorad officials have been 
worried 
over the 
prospects of a 
strike. It is believed that the gener­ 
al public does not realize the serious 
aspect of the situation. Many trou­ 
blesome questions would likely arise 
in case of a strike that are not now 
foreseen. 
Probably no necessity of life would 
be missed as much as coal. A strike 
would seriously hinder the shipment 
of coal. With local dealers just now 
beginning to get in their coal, the 
handicap caused by a strike would 
be serious.

The president spent part of the in- 
tervening time going over the steno­ 
graphic reports of the morning ses­ 
sion in order to formulate proposals 
to make to the managers. 
While the railroad employes con­ 
ference with President Wilson over

their counter proposal considered at 
a later date.

IN D IA N A P O L IS M A R K E T S

Peru, Ind., Aug. 14.—The story of 
Frances Slocum, the little white girl 
who was stolen by the Indians and 
lived with them sixty years, was re­ 
told here today at the opening of the 
Miami county centennial. 
With Frances’ grave almost within 
sight, a pageant was shown here in 
which her tragi'c life was revealed in 
pantomine for the first time 
since 
her story ended with her death 
in 
1848. 
A million American firesides 
have heard the story. 
Eight hundred characters made up 
the pageant today, and the Indian’s 
head dress and war paint predomin­ 
ated. This was the greatest day of 
the year, for Miami county, about 
which more Indian tradition clings 
to than any other country in the 
middle west. 
Historians disagree, but many say 
that Jonathan Slocum, 
a pious 
Quaker, moved to Pennsylvania with 
his wife and 
several 
children 
in 
1771. Three years later when the 
mother and her children were alone 
in their cabin three Delaware Indi­ 
ans approached. 
They killed a boy 
near the cabin, 
but 
allowed Mrs. 
Slocum and five of her children to 
escape. Frances was captured and 
carried away with them, though she 
wras only 5 years old. 
While 
mystery 
surrounded 
the 
child’s fate, 
settlers 
searched for 
her for many years. Sixty years la­ 
ter she was found an old woman in 
an Indian eabin. 
She 
was 
living 
with the Miami Indians in the Up­ 
per Wabash and Mississinewa coun­ 
try near here. 
-Colonel George W. Ewing, an Ind­ 
ian trader living near Logansport, 
was on friendly terms with the Mi- 
amis and knew their language.

She was known then as 
Muk-Kons-Kwa 
(Little 
Bear Wo­ 
man.) 
Her only recollection of her fam­ 
ily was that her name was Slocum. 
She told Ewing of the terrible in­ 
cidents of that day when the Dela­ 
wares came and took her from her 
mother. She remembered that 
she 
was carried 
a great distance and 
that once she and her Indian captor 
were hiding in a 
eave 
when 
she 
heard her father’s voice on the out­ 
side. 
The Indian threatened death 
if she aroused their pusuers. 
They 
then hurried on their way, and af­ 
ter a time 
passed 
a great 
falls, 
presumably Niagara. 
Their journey 
carried them through Deleware Ind­ 
ian towns in Ohio and it was in one 
of these that an Indian chief, hav­ 
ing lost his own little daughter by 
death adopted little Frances. 
She told Ewing that her foster 
parents treated her kindly and she 
quickly fell into the ways*and habits 
of Indian life. One day, while tra­ 
veling far from their home tepees, 
they came on a wounded Indian ly­ 
ing on the ground. 
They gave hiiq 
assistance and found him to be 
She-pah-can-nah, a chief of the Mi­ 
ami tribe. They took the

tribesman home and nursed him 
Miss Margaret 
Skilling, 
who back 
to health.
